The farmers of the United States, are

gov,‘rumen t take* the greatest care of the 
•tpucnltural interest*. We have here an 
xo fflpje which will tell us more impot taut 
trutli, tfiun a fortnight's oratory in Coo- 
gms->and more to the concern of the 
public. 

But let u* carry the process of society 
m the exchange of produce through its or¬ 
dinary channels; and into those channels 
-in which it is the policy of the government 
to kail it. 

This wheat which pays sixty cents a 
bushel to the cultivator, without paying 
him a sent for his land.it exported to 
some foreign country. What does it bring 
back in return? Money? No! What thenr 
Why it brings back foreign manufactures 
Wrought and finished by machinery; or it 
brings articles of fashion, luxury, and or¬ 
nament; on which ten cents worth uf liu- 
-inan labor and ingenuity, enters tuto the 
tale price* of every sixty; or of which the 
whole labor'and value of the produc* 
tinn i« only one fourth of the price which 
W? pay for it. 

Let*us then apply this example to the 
ease of the Pittsburgh flour above referred 
to. The farmer who sent his flour to Phi¬ 
ladelphia wants a coat—this coat will 
Cust him at Pittsburgh $40, and there must 
be pantaloons, waistcoat, and hat to cor* 
respond; but say that he gets the whole 
for $40 by sending to the Cheap Taylors 
In Philadelphia. 

It is jual such a calculation as any con- 
si derate roan would make, upon purchas¬ 
ing, a coat, how many bushels of wheat 
does thi* coat, fitc. cost? For as thefcrm- 
er is supposed to live by his farm, the 
product of the cultivation is his only 
source of expenditure. Upon comparing
